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FREE WORLD RUSHES AID TO FLOOD VICTIMS 


New Delhi. 


Seven giant US Ai Force C-119 “ Fly- 
ing Box-car” planes have brought nearly 
26 tons of badly needed Red Cross relief 
supplies for flood-stricken areas of Assam, 
Bihar, U.P., and West Bengal. 


Quantities of milk, multi-vitamin tablets, 
medicines and drugs, clothing and food were 
flown here from the free nations of Europe 
and America to help lakhs of Indians now 
threatened with famine and disease in the 
wake of the great East India floods. 


Medicines and medical equipment will help 
fight the threat of epidemic in the flooded 
areas. 


The free world has thus once again acted 
co-operatively in an effort to ward off cala- 
mity in one of its member-nations and acted 
decisively to provide aid where aid is badly 
needed. 


Supplies were sent primarily from the 
emergency relief depot of the League of Red 
Cross Societies in Switzerland. 


The League requested the help of the U.S. 
Air Force im rushing the aid to India. The 
supplies have been paid for by contributions 
from Red Cross Societies in Canada, Luxem- 
berg, Belgium. Switzerland and the United 
States The American Red Cross (ARC) is 
the largest contributor. 


The American Red Cross is a wholly non- 
governmental enterprise supported by volun- 
tary contributions from the American people 


Relief has also been offered by the Red 
Cross Societies of Yugoslavia and Italy 


The ARC so far has allocated $30,000 
"(Rs. 1.43,400) to purchase relief for India. 
In addition, the U.S. Government is providing 
free air transport from the United States and 
Europe for all relief supplies to India from 
any country. 


The first plane-load, which reached Palam 
airport here on August 23, brought 7,701 
pounds of drugs, clothing, and milk powder. 
The twin-engined “Flying Box-can” was 
welcomed by Donald D. Kennedy, American 


charge d’affarres in India, and Sardar Bal- 
want Singh Puri, Secretary-General of the 
Indian Red Cross Society (1RC). The IRC 
will handle distribution. 


Horace Alexander of the Society of Friends 
(Quakers), a noted British Social Welfare 
worker and a hfe-long associate of Mahatma 
Gandhi, who personally supervised the arran- 
gements ın Geneva for flying the relief sup- 
plies to India, travelled to New Delhi by the 
same plane. 


Besides assistance from the American and 
other foreign Red Cross Societies, the World 
Health Organisation (WHO) and the UN 
International Children’s Emergency Fund 
(UNICEF) also are co-operating with Indian 
authorities m providing badly needed medi- 
cal supplies and milk. 


FREE TRANSPORT 


Trans World Amlines (TWA) last week 
flew 5,500 pounds of blankets and medical 
supplies free of charge from the League of 
Red Cross Societies to Bombay. TWA has 
offered all available space on their fights free 
of charge to aid the Indian flood relief. 


The Chureh World Service (CWS), an 
inter-denominational Christian Welfare 
Service with headquarters in the United 


States, has dispatched 38 tons of milk powder 


and 190 cartons of multipurpose food, which 
would be sufficient to provide 21,600 full and 
nourishing meals. 


Several other American welfare agencies 
also are rendering substantial assistance to 
hard-hit East India The National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, a social welfare service 
with headquarters m Washington, D.C., has 
iushed to India some 800,090 pounds of 
skimmed milk powder; consignments are 


expected ın India early this month. This 
agency has alieady distributed 170,000 


pounds of milk powder in flood-devastated 
West Bengal and Bihar. 


The American Fmends Service Committee 
(Quakers), which was awarded the Nobel 
Peace Prize mn 1948 for its rehabilitation and 
celief work, also has dispatched 500,000 
pounds of milk powder. 


CARE, Inc. (Co-operative for American 


Remittances to Everywhere)—a non-govern- 


ment, non-profit-making American agency 
which seeks to help the world’s needy, in 
whatever forfn they need help most—-is dis- 
tributing food packages. 


This international co-operation is supple- 
menting the prompt relief measures under- 
taken by the Union and State Governments, 
private welfare agencies, and individuals. 
The Indian Red Cross, in cò-operation with 
governmental authorities, is co-ordinating 


and supervising the over-all relief 


programme. 


The U.S. Government extended its sym- 
pathy for the flood victims of India through 
Ambassador George V. Allen. Before his 
departure from New Delhi for home leave, 
Ambassador Allen assured the Government 
of India that the U.S. Government would 
be glad to offer equipment and supplies 1o 
combat the damage caused by the flodd 
waters if the Indian authorities felt such 
assistance was necessary.

From experience it is 
found that 40 is a suitable number both 
from the educational and economic point 
of view (If the number of persons who 
offer for training is less and instructors are 

¢ nevertheless willing to conduct the course, 
there is no objection.
